WHEREAS, the Local Public Works Capital Development and Investment 
Act of 1976, as amended by the Public Works Employment Act of 1977, is 
expected to make available to local governments special grants for 
construction, renovation, repair and other improvement of local public 
works projects, and related matters; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Education of the Town of Bloomfield has submitted 
or will submit an application for full Federal funding for the project 
described hereinbelow; and 


WHEREAS, it is necessary for the purposes of the program that immediate 
steps be taken to provide for the establishment of the necessary financial 
authorization in accordance with the statutes of the State of New Jersey 
to implement this program; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board of Education of the 
Town of Bloomfield that: 


1. The improvement described hereinbelow is hereby authorized as 
a general improvement to be made by the Board of Education of the Town 
of Bloomfield, New Jersey. For the said improvement or purpose, there 
is hereby appropriated the sum of $127,000.00 said sum representing the 
full cost thereof.
